Luninets is at the junction of the 
Vilna-Rovno and Gomel-Warsaw 
jailways, and is one of the chain of 
strategic rail centres controlling the 
central Polish network. It is. 30 
miles west of the 1939 Polish 
border. 


BREAK-THROUGH 


Reuter’s Correspondent states: that 
in a big break-through between 
Vilna and Dvinsk—behind the Ger- 
man armies—the Russians are 45 
miles beyond Dvinsk, at Utena, 
which is 80 miles from Kaunas, on 
the road to the Lithuanian-East 
Prussian Baltic coast.

ERMAN . activity by — flying 
bombs was continued during 
esterday over the London area and 
uthern England. Casualties and 
damage were caused. 

Many of the flying bombs 
launched during Sunday night 
finished up-in the sea or were other- 
wise“ destroyed by the air and 
ground defences, said the British 
Air Ministry News Service last 
night. Fighter pilots again claimed 
many successes, while one anti- 
aircraft battery alone shot down 
three of the four flying bombs 
which it engaged. 

One fiying bomb yesterday blew 
out every window of a large build- 
ing. The lower windows had been 
bricked up and heavily reinforced, 
and there were no. casualties. A 
man who was in the building. told a 
Press Association reporter: “ The 
blast sucked the iron bolts of a 
door out of their sockets.” 

Two rooms were damaged when 
a flying bomb fell in a field beside 
another building in Southern Eng- 
land yesterday. ‘No one was killed, 
but twelve persons were seriously 
injured by flying glass and others 
slightly hurt.

The need of legislation to deal 
with bacterial food poisoning and 
food-borne outbreaks — was 
stressed by Dr. F. N, Elcock, Resi- 
dent Medical Superintendent of 
Clonskeagh Fever Hospital. 

“Yet another onset of human 
infection directly attributable to a 
food source has occurred in Dublin,” 
he said. .

It was learned last night that 
Dublin Corporation Health De- 
partment is investigating the

far more serious type than the 
previous case in the city, which 
resulted in one death. 


upwards of one hundred persons, 
one of whom died. 

The latest outbreak, he said, may 
be considered as both acute and 
grave in type. Provision has been 
made for the reception of further 
cases at the hospital should they 
occur, and at all times a close liaison 
exists between the City Health 
Department and the Clonskeagh 
Hospital for dealing with such 
emergencies. 

Dr. Elcock pointed out that these 
outbreaks, which were being more 
frequently traced to food than in 
the past, should not occur at all, 
or, at least, should be rare occur- 
rences. e expressed the view that 
sufficient Care was not being exer- 
cised in the handling and prepara: 
tion of fresh food. Milk, milk 
products, vegetables, fish and meat, 
required an essential modicum cf 
technical skill in their handling. 
Through carelessness those food- 
stuffs could become the vehicle of 
infection, amounting at times to the 
potency of deadly poison. 


DISEASE. GROUP 


Such accidents: arose through a 
combination of inmoOcence and 
ignorance operating among the 
persons engaged in the handling of 
. They might dangerously 
affect food, while being quite un- 
aware of the harm they might cause 
to cthers.

“It is, perhaps, relevant here to

must be initially clean in order 
that they may be consymed in 
safety. In eating such .‘oods, there 
is not the safeguard of tae adequate 
heating process, which in proper 
cooking (or pasteurisation in the 
case of milk) makes safe even an 
infected food, 

_ “ Again, there is the added risk 
in these days of kitchen difficulties 
arising from the increased con- 
sumption of reheated dishes,” said 
Dr, Elcock. “An already prepared 
food may become subsequently in- 
fected by flies, a careless cook not 
well versed in the principle of 
personal hygiene, or a rat recently 
returned from the sewer. The re-g 
heating of a food infected after the 
initial cooking process is frequently 
not sufficient to render it safe, if 
in the meantime it has been con- 
taminated.” 


SAFEGUARDS 


Dr. Elcock went on to say that 
small outbreaks of food poisoning, 
confined to a single househol 
would continue, to occur until 
people were sufficiently educated in 
the important matter of exercising 
requisite care concerning food. 

An improvement in the teaching 
of hygiene in the schools could 
remedy these matters. The least 
that a person could expect in pur- 
chasing fpod or consuming food in 
an establishment was that it was 
safe to eat. Yet the existing 
law did not demand that it should 

so. There was no obligation 
on the management of hotels, 
restaurants, ice-cream saloons, and 
so forth to have their employees 
examined by a bacteriologist in 
order that they might be pro- 
nounced suitable persons to engage 
in food handling. The necessary 
test was simple, and should be 
carried out at definite intervals. In 
these days of centralisation . food 
processing and distribution tended 
more and more-to take place in and 
from larger concerns. There was 
obviously a pari-passu ever increas- 
ing risk of large-scale . epidemics 
with food as the source. 

“Has our legislation in these 
matters to lag until we are moved 
to acting when we have been 
smitten with an epidemic such as 
occurred in Montreal some years 


“This particular epidemic hap- 
pened to be milk-borne, involved 
several thousand people, and killed 
some hundreds. any of our 
public health problems are ex- 
tremely. complex, being. both 
medical and sociological in nature, 
and with the best intentions, and, 
indeed, by such medical knowledge 
aS we possess are intractable and 
difficult of solution, to wit, 
rheumatic trouble, tuberculosis, 
venereal diseases, infectious fevers, 
and many others. Is it not time 
that we, at least, eliminated from 
our bills of mortality deaths which 
the medical profession are quite 
capable of sparing the population, 
aided by an enlightened public 
opinion and those powers which it

Cathedral 


From Charles Lynch, Reuter’s 
Special Correspondent with the 
Canadian Forces in Caen. 

Monday Afternoon. 


THE people of Caen began to 
clean up their battered city to- 
day, even while fighting still was 
going on in one suburb. 

This morning I went to the 
Hospital of the Good Saviour to 
find out the truth about casualties 
in the city. Dr. Jean Cayla, Chief 
Medical Health Officer for the De- 
partment of Calvados, said that 
since D-day up to to-day 1,365 
wounded had been treated at the 
hospital, where he has six surgical 
teams at work. He estimated that 
between 2,000 and 3,000 had been 
killed. 3 

The town’s ambulances consist of 
ordinary lorries smeared with white- 
wash and painted with the Red 
Cross. 

Up and down the city streets 
fire engines are running on the way 
to fight the flames still eating 
through sections of the city. And 
among all this are the ordinary 
people with shovels and brooms 
trying to tidy things up. 

One of the most impressive sights 
I have ever seen is that inside the 
Abbey Aux Hommes and the ad- 
joining convent, where more than 
3,000 people have been living in the 
last month. 

Each family has a few feet of 
space inside the church, and the 
space. is furnished with straw and 
kneeling benches. It could be a 
chaotic scene, but these people of 
Normandy have contrived to make 
it meat and orderly and spotlessly 
clean. 

In this wast church in the last 
month babies have been born, and 
life has gone on for the people of 
Caen see sanctuary from bombs 
and shells. | 

Doon Campbell, another Reuter 
correspondent, writes that in the 
midst of carnage and ruin all around 
the cathedral lives on. untouched 
and undisturbed, and it is crowded 
—crowded as never any congrega- 
tion crowded a cathedral. 

A few pathetic civilians kneel in 
prayer.

No Large-scale

Three Miles

Evrecy lies a few 
miles east of the Odon, and about 
eight miles south-west of Caen. 

Hundreds of guns laid down a 
heavy barrage to support this, the 
third big blow launched by the 
British 2nd Army in four days. Two 
and a half hours after the attack 
began the vital feature, Hill 112— 
north-east of Esquay; and, Eter- 
ville, four miles west of Caen— 
had been taken, and the British 
were sweeping on. 

Don Whitehead, Associated Press 
correspondent, says. that Ameritan 
troops who broke through strong 
German defences around La Haye 
du Puits, have driven south along 
the road to Lessau, opening a broad 
exit through the base of the Cotentin 
peninsula.

correspondent, says ‘that the new 
British attack is rolling down upon 
the Orne so fast that at times map- 
markers at Allied Headquarters, to 
the rear of the attackers, fell behind 
in their job, The- assault. began 
at 5 a.m. (D.B.S.T.) in a _ nasty 
drizzle, and before 11 a.m. forward 
troops had occupied three sugces- 
sive lines. 

Doon Campbell, Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent with the British 
troops, cabled this morning that the 
spearhead of General Montgomery’s 
drive towards the Orne swept on 
to engulf and storm Baron. Esquay 
was captured after a fierce attack, 
and Tourmauville and Les Vilains 
also fell to the British forces. 


Allies’. Sea-Air 
Monopoly 


Captain Sertorius, Chief. Military 
Correspondent of the German News 
Agency, wrote last night: “ 
German positions around Caen 
were held as long as it was possibl 
to hold them. ' The Allies, however; 
possess almost:a monopoly as far 
as the navy and the air force are 
concerned. This success is due to 
the combination. of both and the 
effort of each of them.” uz 

In the western sector, Sertorius 
added, the main centres of battle 
yesterday lay between the Vire and 
the Taute, where the Americans 
took possession of the town of St. 
Jean de Daye and Sainteny. They 
were able to push on to the line 
ey le Desert-Tribehou-Sain- 
eny. 

The German News Agency said: 
“ The British all-out offensive in the 
Caen region continued with un- 
diminished fury this mornin Its 
main weight lay to the south-west, 
where British tank formations, 
advancing from the Odon river, 
gained three-quarters of a mile of 
ground after their push had been

' FORTUNES OF WAR 

For the moment the focus of 
world interest has been switched 
from Normandy to the Russian 
front. In France and in Italy 


British and American troops, un- 
accustomed to land operations 


on a big scale, are “inching” 


their way forward, whereas the 
Russians,’ whose whole tradition 
is military, conceive their strategy 
almost entirely in terms of land 
operations, and the almost in- 
exhaustible number ‘of their 
reserves enables them to plan 
their attacks in a gigantic way. 
They seem to have two immediate 
objectives, each of which is 
complementary to the other. One 
is a drive, via Vilna, to East 
Prussia, and the other a thrust 
towards Warsaw. Apparently, 
four Russian armies are engaged 
on this sector of the front, which 
runs, roughly, from Polotsk to 
Kowel. On the right wing the 
Soviet generals are advanciug 
rapidly in the direction 6f Dvinsk, 
which covers the approaches to 
Riga. Farther south, fighting is 
taking place in the streets of 
Here, in 1812, Napoleon 
established his headquarters. Vilna 
then was a Vital road junction, as 
it is a road junction to-day. 
According to the Germans, it 
has been “by-passed” by the 
Russians, as fierce fighting is 
taking place to the west of the 
city ; and at some points the Red 
forces are stated to have reached 
the banks of the Niemen. The 
general idea on this part of the 
front seems to be to cut off com- 
pletely those German forces which 
still are stationed in Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania. Yesterday 
the remaining corridor of with- 
drawal into East Prussia had been 
reduced to a width of less than 
120 miles, and the Germans were 
reported to be taking out their 
men in large numbers. Since the 
fall of Baranovichi considerable 
progress has been made towards 
Brest-Litovsk and Warsaw. The 
town of Slonim, as well as Lida, 
has been captured by the Russians, 
with the result that both Grodno 
and Bialystok, two powerful 
German strongholds, are being 
threatened. The German bulletifs 
make no secret ofrthe extent of 
the Soviet Armies’ successes. 
Evidently, the Russians have over- 
whelming superiority in numbers, 
and, furthermore, they have no 
lack either of highly efficient 
artillery or of tanks, which can 
hold their own with the best 
German models. The Russians’ 
“steamroller” is now within 
about 60 miles from the frontiers 
of East Prussia, which, it will be 
remembered, they invaded in the 
very early days of the last war. 
Then they suffered one of the 
greatest military disasters of all 
times, when General Ludendorff 
and Colonel Hoffman, under the 
command of Field-Marshal von 
Hindenburg, trapped them in the 
Masurian Lakes, and won the 
historic battle of Tannenberg 
That was almost exactly thirty 
years ago. Now, once again, the 
Germans are being required to’ 
defend what has been described as 
the very cradle of the Prussian 
Army. : 

Since the appointment of 
Marshal von “Kluge to the 
supreme command in France, 

erman resistance to the Anglo- 

merican invasion has become 
noticeably stronger. Nevertheless, 
British correspondents now are 
permitted to announce that Caen 
has been “technically captured ”; 
and yesterday the Americans were 
reported definitely to have occu- 
pied La Haye du Puits. Although 
Caen is inland, it is France’s 
seventh most - important ' port, 
being connected to the sea by a 
canal which runs from the River 
Orne to QOuistteham. It is quite 
a considerable city, substantially 
bigger than Derry or Limerick; 
and the mere fact that the 
Germans have been clinging to it 
with such pertinacity suggests 
that its strategic value is substan- 
tial. So far, since the original 
swoop of the Allies on the French 
coast, the fighting: in Normandy 
has been a ding-dong affair, with 
none of the spectacular grandeur 
of the offensives in Russia. Of 
course, although the campaign 
has been in progress for - five 
weeks, the British and Americans 
have not yet had sufficient time 
either to land’ anything like the 
full forces at their command, or 
even to deploy those divisions 
which have been brought across 
the Channel. The Germans are 
fighting on interior lines, but they, 
too, have their difficulties. Their 
High Command finds itself, as it 
were, between wind and water. 
It is faced with a concentric 
offensive on three widely sepa- 
rated fronts, The transfer of 
reinforcements from Russia to 
Normandy, and vice versa, or 
from either to Italy, is a task 
demanding great achievements of 
organisation. Furthermore, it is 
being hampered continuously by 
the admitted supremacy of the 
British and Americans in the air. 
As matters stand at present, the 
German policy would seem to be 
to fight more or less containing 
actions in Normandy and Italy, 
while concentrating the bulk of 
the Wehrmacht's strategic reseryes 
somewhere in the East against the 
coming struggle for Warsaw and 
East Prussia. Marshal von Kessel- 
ring, like Marshal Rommel, is a 
master of delaying tactics, having 
served a stern apprenticeship in 
the Western Desert. General 
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n could have believed that it 


surviving belligerents has yet 
shown the smallest sign of exhaus- 
tion. Europe, indeed, séems to 
have reached the stage at which 
war is regarded almost as a 
normal condition of existence. 


St. Swithin 


The approach of St. Swithin’s 
Day always must be viewed, by 
any normal. person, with that 
nice mixture of apprehension and 
anticipation with which a young 
actor greets a “first night.” If the 
saint looks down favourably, the 
barometer is set for forty days. 
of good weather; holiday-makers 
will cheer, fair young ladies will 
seek out their bottles of sun-tan 
lotion, and ice-cream merchants 
will prepare for a boom in trade. 
If, on the other hand, July 15th 
is dark and stormy, forty days of 
rain must be expected; the 
summer, almost to the end of 
August, is doomed. There are 
many, indeed, who declare that 
the saint, when he made his 
Ordinance, gambled on a cer- 
tainty. July 15th, they say, was 


‘bound to be wet in any ordinary 


summer in these islands—a fact 
which Swithin, who was Bishop 
of Winchester once upon a time, 
must have known; and forty 
days of' constant rain in the 
months of July and August they 
consider to be only a very reason- 
able‘record for any average year. 
Most people, however, are not 
so pessimistic. It may be 
that they have never known 
a fine St. Swithin’s Day; it 
may be that even the most 
brilliant one has failed dismally 
to carry out its promise; still they 
cling to the hope that this year, 
of all years, the legend will bear 
the happy fruit of forty days of 
sunshine. Nobody, of course, 
can acknowledge such a hope 
without slight prickings of con- 
science. The farmers, it is reported, 
need the rain—though probably 
they would be content with a 
rather less generous allowance 
than St. Swithin . traditionally 
offers. Officials of the E.S.B. are 
known to be praying for cloud- 
bursts, and anglers are pouring 
libations on the banks of the dry 
streams to their own fishy gods. 
All this the ordinary man knows; 
and yet-he has a sneaking feeling 
that he would sacrifice the public 
weal, in spite of all, for the sake 
of forty glorious days of sun- 
shine. He has four days more in 
which to exercise—to employ a 
cliché—his prerogative of hope: 
four days Wherein to cherish the 
hope that a Saxon saint will show 
himself vulnerable.

A Memoir of Keats 


Keats and Chapman once took to 
keeping hounds and to frequenting 
coursing matches in the capacity 
of ‘owners.’ . Not unnaturally a 
friendly rivalry sprang ¥ between 
them. Occasionally they found that 
their respective animals were entered 
for the same stakes. The Keats 
dog would win now, Chapman’s 
another time. Each man had a 
different system of training and diet 
and each was convinced that his own 
was incomparably the superior 
system. As time passed, recrimina- 
tions and arguments me fre- 
quent and eventually the poet, 
goaded to recklessness by Chap- 
man’s ‘belief in mashed ivy, treacle 
and port as the ideal feed for a 
greyhound, issued a challenge which 
contained monetary implications en- 
tirely beyond his means. A match 
between the two dogs was im- 
mediately arranged. The poet's 
dog did not score a single point 
while Chapman's secured a kill in 
record time. 

“It’s all in the feeding, I tell 
you,” Chapman remarked genially 
afterwards. “A good heavy feed 
does a dog no harm. Just before 
the course my own had a quarter 
stone of ivy mash. It didn’t take 
a feather out of him.” 

“ My dog had four pork ‘chops,” 
Keats said acidly, “and he didn’t 
turn a hare.”

Produce Policy 

“Our Eire produce policy has 
been to maintain the pre-war re- 
lationships in price with com- 
parable supplies from other ex- 
porting countries, particularly the 
Dominions, and we are satisfied that 
it is impossible to depart from this 
policy,” Colonel Liewellin goes on. 
“Captain Harrison’s memorandum 
altogether ignores what is the most 
important factor—the acute shortage 
of shipping, which has so reduced 
imports of food that Eire, like the 
United Kingdom, has had to rely to 
a much greater extent on her own 
food production to feed her popu- 
lation. By increasing the rate of 
flour extraction she has had to re- 
duce substantially the quantity of 
offal, etc., for cattle feeding, in- 
evitably reducing the output of live- 
stock products of which her pre- 
war food exports mainly consisted. 
Decline in exports has been entirely 
due to the situation as regards feed- 
ing stuffs, both home-produced and 
imported. The United Kingdom 
has lost six million tons of imported 
feeding stuffs since 1939, and it 
would have been quite unreasonable 
to have exported feeding stuffs to 
Eire while our own pig and poultry 
producers were—and still are—re- 
ceiving rations based on-only one- 
eight their pre-war numbers of 
stock. A given tonnage of 
additional feeding stuffs, if they 
were available, would produce at 
least as good a return in human 
food, if used in Britain, as if diverted 
to Eire. Similar considerations 
apply to other agricultural pro- 
duction sources, such as fertilisers 
and machinery which are in short 
supply.” Commenting on the reply, 
Captain Harrison says it is clear 
that pre-war considerations, whether 
political or economic, have been 
made to prevail over vital war- 
time needs, and food production has 
been thwarted whilst the British pub- 
lic has had to go without. and the 
world is faced with the widespread 
shortages of food. 


A “Rum” Find 


During the course of vatting. and. 


bottling a consignment of rum 
landed recently from Jamaica, a 
London Dock cooper heard an un- 
usual rumbling noise inside one of 
the puncheons, and at length a 
bamboo implement, obviously of 
colonial origin, was manceuvred out 
through the bunghole. It was an 
elongated cup, closed at one end 
by the natural cane segment, and 
holding 4ozs. of liquid, complete 
with a thin handle 21 inches in 
length ‘overall. This home-made 
dipper may have been used for draw- 
ing legitimate samples in the West 
Indies, or may have served for a 
present-day counterpart there of the 
practice not unknown a hundréd 
years ago at the West India docks, 
and darkly alluded to as “suckin 
the monkey.” London samples o 
rum are drawn at the docks for 
Customs and trade purposes to-da 
by a “ valinche,” a metal tube which 
is inserted in the bung of the 
puncheon, the liquid being retained 
in the “valinche” by atmospheric 
pressure by closing the top orifice 
with the thumb.

Everybody agrees that it’s a long, 
old journey. We make small jokes, 
like: Come to Eire for s y 
travel.” We find a drop left in the 
bottom of our thermos, which we 
share with the heroism of casta- 
ways on a raft. Castaways we have 
been for some time. 

The first stop was at Portarling- 
ton — to rake out the furnace, | 
went up to watch this; checking on 
rumours of smouldering concrete 
blocks. Clinkers, ash, and stuff 
that looked like gravel, were being 
showered out on the line from the 
engine. The permanent-way is 
heaped with ashes from previous 
cleanings. It seems that this clean- 
ing of the furnace must be done 
about every forty miles—where the 
mixture” of coal dust and pitch is 
particularly villainous.
